“ Mr Fames Tait, depute clerk to the city of Edinburgh, in which 
charaéter he had aéted fince May'r763, was the next witneds called. 
Mr Tait depofed, That thirteen members of the Ordinary Council 
were neceflary ‘to conftitute a quorum, but when extraordinary bufi- 
nefs was to be done, fowr more wefe néceflary.. He never knew the 
Council proceed to bufinefs in which the Extraordinary Deacons had a 
right to yote, unlefs thirteen of the Ordinary Council- were prefent, 
except that it was attempted the 29th June 1763; but even that was 
never recorded. At-dn ordinary meeting 6n the Wednefday, the firft 
thing done is to read the réverd of thé laft Court. The Ordinary 
Council, twenty-five in numbe¥, are diflinguiihed by wearing-gowns ;

* On his crofs-examination, Mr Tait faid, that it was not merely 
his opinion, that thirteen of the Ordinary Council muft be prefent to 
make a quorum, with four Extraordinary Deacons, or out of the feven- 
teen prefent, thirteen muft be df the Ordinary Council ; but that he 
{poke from the faét itfelf, fuch having ever been the practice fince he 
came into office; nor did he ever remember a meeting called to do-that 
which could only,be done by:an Extraordinary Council.

prefent, no bufinefs could be done. He allowed, indeed, that the 
thirteen Ordinary Council could not do any bafinefs alone, but that 
the Extraordinary Deacons could do nothing till thirteen of the Ordix 
nary Council were prefent. Mr Erfkine particularly adverted to the 
conduét of Mr Williamfon, the ‘Yown Clerk, who, thongh he had 
thought proper to return Mr Millar, had not ventured to fign the att 
in his official capacity of Town Clerk, but only as a Notary Public, 
which plainly thewed he was confcious it was mot to be jaftified, and 
that he was’ willing to guard againft confequences. ‘There was but 
one cafe, he faid, where the Counfel could meet without the order of 
the Lord Provoft, and that was when the Lord Provoft negleéted or 
refufed to call a meeting on Wednefday, the ordinary Council day. In 
that cafe, a majority of the Council might, forty-eight hours preceding 
the ordinary and {tated time of meeting, require the Provolt or Prefes, 
under form of inftrument, to eall a Council, and, upon his refufal or 
neglect t0 comply with the demand fo made, the.majority of the {aid 
Council might meet on the {sid ufual and ftated time, and proceed to 
do bufinef. With refpeét to fixing the day of eleétion, it certainly 
was with the Lord Provoft, and no man was bound to regard any day 
otherwife appomtéd. ‘The writ iffued from the Court of Chancery 
commanded the Sheriff to fend his precept to the Lord Provo/t, not- 
with{tanding, which, he fent his precept to the Lord Provott, or Chief 
Magiftrate for the time being, whereas it ought to have been fent 
only to the Lord Provoft. This was not material, perhaps, ‘te 
the carife; but the learned Counfel only mentioned it, in order to thew 
the Sheriff in his proper colours; for it was very remarkable that the 
Sheriff, in his precept, prefaced it by obferving, that he had received 
the King’s wiit, commanding him to fend his precept tothe Lord 
Provoft. 

Mr Erskine proceeded to ftate, that within foar days after a Sheriff 
received the King’s writ, he was bound to iflue his précept; but that 
the Lord Provost was not limited to any particular time for fixing the 
elegtion, but covld take any time for it, fo that he could make a re- ; 
turn of the Member time enough for it to be in the hands of the 
Clerk of the Crown, before the none of Parliament. Bat, admit- 
ting that the Lord Provoft had atted otherwife than he ought to’have 
done, he was only fubjeét to any fine the law impofed, or liable to be 
punithed by the Houfe of Commons, His having done wrong was no 
reafom why others fhould alfo do wrong; and, though the Lord Pros 
vott did not call a meeting when he ought to have called one, it by no, 
means followed that any other perfon could appoint a day of cleétion, 
who by law never had a right fo todo. Upon the whole, Mr Erfkine 
contended, that the election appointed the Friday after that carried 
on by the Sheriff, was the legal one, and that Sir Laurence Dundas 
had then a clear majority of legal votes. 

“ The Committee adjourned at three o’clock, till ten next morn- 
ing.” 

Extraft of a letter from London, March 20. 

« As foon as the Edinburgh Committee had met this morning, Mr 
Campbell, as Counfel for the fitting member, rofe for the purpofe ef 
addreffing the Committce in behalf of his client, for the end of re~ * 
moving the objeétions the other fide had brought againft Mr Miller's 
ele€tion, and to offer his reafons why the Committee fhould faftain him 
in his feat. on, 

“ As the Learned Counfel was up for more than four hours, R.--. 
would be impoffible, were it attempted, to enter minutely into his argu- 
ments. The chief points that he dwelt upon were, that the Extraor-.»-- 
dinary Deacons had a right to vote at the eleétion of a member of Par- 
liament for the city of Edinburgh, as part of the Council; and that 
at the time of the late eleétion, the Lord Provoft was.at the diflance. 
of thirty miles from Edinburgh, and too much indifpofed to perform: 
the duties of his office. In confequonce of which, Bailie Thomfon 
had beet legally chofen Prefes, and the eleétion carried on upon the 
fair and conftitutional grounds and principles of the corporation. 

‘* Mr Campbell further contended, that though the King’s writ 
was for the Sheriff to iffue his precept to the Lord Provo/!, yet it did 
not follow, that the Lord Provoft wasthe only perfon that could put the 
precept in force. It was for the ufe of the city, and as foon as the ’ 
precept was in the hands of the Lord Provoft, the clettion of a Mem- 
ber of Parliament might be made. The aét was direct and clear in that 
point. What did it fay? why, that as feon as the precept was inthe — - 
hands of the chief magiftrate, the city fhould eleét; and,-as the Coun- 
cil reprefented the city, there was no doubt bot they were the proper 
pérfons for proceeding to the election. The Lord Provoft was nothing * 
more than a name for the Council, a mere band to convey the precept 
and the precept being direéted to the Lord Provof?, it was, in fact, di- 
reéted to the Counci/, and the Council .were to appoint a day for pro- 

ceeding to an election, according to the words of the precept. 

‘© The language ufed in the return of the Member elected, went 
ftrongly to that point ; forthe returning officer hegan, by faying, ‘* by 
virtue of a precept iffued to the Lord Provoft and Magiftrates of the city 
of Edinburgh.” The learned counfel mentioned feveral inftances, which 
he colleéted from the minutes of the council, of their having proceeded to 
the eleétion of a Member of Parliament without the concurrence of the 
Lord Provott, receiving the precept themfelves, and fixing the day of e= 
lection at the Ordinary Couacil, held without any particular fummons be- 
ing delivered for that purpofe. In the year 1741, the learned Counich 
particularly laid it down, that though the Lord Provoft was prefcnt, 
the Council appointed the day of eleétion, and the Lord Provolt had 
no objeétion to it. On another occalion, the Council divided on fixing 
the day of ecleétion, and carried it againft the Lord Provoft. It was 
rather extraordinary too, Mr Campbell added, that it fhould be ob- 
jeGted to on the part of Sir Laurence Dundas, that the Extraordinary 
Council had no right to vote, when it was confidered, that Sir Lau- 
refice ha@ always carried his clection by the votes of the Extraordinary 
Council. 

~ Mr Campbell brought to the recolleétion of the Committee, the 
cafe of Sir John Gordon and Mr Pulteney, aboat fourtcen years ago, 
and thought it very much refembled the prefent one, In thort, the 
learned counfel begged leave to infift upon it, that the right of elec- 
tion was in the Extraordinary Deacons, as well as in the Ordinary 
Council; and that the Council who proceeded to the fate ele@tion, was 
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a full anda complete one, He alfo hoped the Committee would bear 
in their mind, that the day of ele&ion had feveral times been fixed by 
the Council, both when the Lord Provoft was prefent, and abfent ; 
and another thing well worthy their confideration was, that Mr Bai- 
lie Thomfon was the friend of Sir Laurence Dundas, and had been 
confcious that he and the Council were doing perfectly right at the late 
election.

“ Mr Alexander Wood, furgeon, was then propofed to be called by 
Mr Hardinge, and interrogated refpecting the {tate of mind of the 
Lord Provoft at the time of the late eleétion; to which both Mr I/ieht 
and Mr Erskive ftrongly objeéted, as it did not fienity to the other fide 
whether the Lord Provoft was infane or not. ‘The la(t gentleman ob> 
ferved, that Mr Campbell had faid, ** that the I.ord Provoft was 2 
“© mere hand to convey the precept of the Sheriff to the Council :” As 
that was the cafe, he did not fee how it fignified what fort of a bead 
he had; for, if he was only a mere band, h 
whether he was infane or not. 

“ Mr Hardinge fupported the propriety of exlling in Dr Wood, and 
contended, that if the Lord Provoft had only a bead, and not a hood it 
was proper for the fitting Member to prove to the Committee the ine 
fanity of that offier; beeaufe, though he had only a band, that hand 
been guided by beads, and he would beg leave to fay, ney. bad beads 5 
that was, by men who had gone all lengths to ferve Sir Laurence Dun= 
das. ‘The other fide, too, had exclaimed againft the bringing Dr 
Wood; becaufe his proving the Lord Provoft to be out of his mind, 
would be adding a cifgrace on his family. But who had rendered it © 
neceflary Not Mr Millar—Not the fitting Member ; but it was Sit 
aaurence Dundas that had oecafioncd the cavfe fer going iato any ; 
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deoeher letter frde London; on the fame fabjc@, dated March 20. 
Sele after ten o'eldck, Mr Campbell proceeded to opén the 
fe on the fitting Member's fide. He began by taking notice of Sir 
pee’s great influence at Fdinburgh, for fome time back.

« He next endeavoured to thew, that the Extrdordinary Deacons 
jad a right to vote, infitting, that'in ull extraordinary cafes, they had 
fich 2 right. And, with refpect to that part of the fett, whigh is fi-, 
jent on their voting for Commiffioners to Parliament, it at Icaft im- 
ied, that their rights were left in the fame fituation as they had 
pithérto enjoyed them. 

@ Mr Campbell then went to the queflion, What made d quorum ? 
awhich, he faid, for ordinary bualinefs was 13, and for extraordinary 
winefs 17 out of the 33, whether 13 of them were ordinary members 
¢not. He-concluded this head by obferving, if no election Jcould go 
yn without 13 ordinary members, it would be poflible to put off the e- 
eftion from time till teo late, if they chofe to abfent themfelves to 
favé’a party. He then faid, that a previous mecting was not nécef- 
frye-but that the election might be proceeded to immediately. He 
served the precept was only a mere notice, nor was it neceflary to 
purn it to the Sheriff. Jf the Provolt negleéted his duty, he faid, it 
devolved to the next Chief Magiltrate to do it. 
“ He concluded by faying, he took it for granted, or at leaft thought, 
that the petitioner would be well fatisfied with having it a_ void  ditc- 
tion; nor {hould his client have any objection, if matters weie on the 
footing they were before the late cle¢tion,—or that the whole Ma- 
giftracy Were to be diflved, and a poll eleétion to take place; then 
vould his client return with pleafure. He did not fpeak againft Sir 
Laurence or his connections, for whom he profeffed the greaselft re- 
pid; though he thought it would have become him to have joined a- 
inft the enemies of his country, rather than againft its laws. ‘his 
was a'yery fly conclufion before a Committee compofed almoitt all of 
MiniPerial members; but, they are gentlemen of character and ho- 
nour; and I have not the leaft doubt, but that they will decide acéur- 
ding to the evidence before them. Mr Ilay Campbell {poke near tour 
hows; but, though with many ftrong affertions, nothing I think to 
hurt Sir Laurence. 
“ The next thing was to pré@ace evidence to prove what had been 
hid down above.—The firit called was Mr IVo0d, to prove the Provott’s 
incapacity. To this Sir Laurence’s counfel objected, on two reafons : 
if, Becavfe it was not relative—for if he was incapable, this did not 
eet ioe bufinefs; but they faid he was capable.—-ad/y, The Commit- 
tee not a proper court; for, tribunals and jury are appointed by 
the lawsof the land for that purpote.—Mr Might faid, that when the 
fubjetof Mr Hamilton's letter of refigoation was before the Council, 
nota word was {aid of injiuity.. Mr Bri kine obferved, that Mr Camp- 
bell had in the courfe of his fpeech faid, that the Provolt was only a 
hand todeliver the precept to the Council from the Sherif. It fa, tay's 
he, wittily, What have you to do with his head ? ; 
The Committee were then left to themfelves, when, after half 
ao hour, the Counfcl, &c. being called in, the Chairman informed 
them, ** That it was the opinion of the Committee, that evidence to

Therefore Dr Wood was not to be examined. ~ 
“ The next witnets they offered was Mr Fobu Gray, to make enqni- 
yy concerning the letters wrote to the Council from the Provott; and 
by whom, and whofe direétions, they were wrote ?—alfo, If he knew 
where the precept was from the time the Provott received it to the ¢- 
ledtion ? But nothing came to Sir Laurence’s hurt. 
“ Mr Erskine rafé, and objected to any queftion being asked Mr 
Gray; as he was agent for Sir Lavrence ; contending, that if he was 
gompelled to betray his trait, there was an end of all confidence ina 
community. : 
“ Mr Hardinge anfwered artfully, That he did not mean to ask any 
(tionsrelative to his agency, but queftions foreign to it : nor did he 
the leat invproprivty in his doing fo. “ Suppofe (fays he) Vis 
“ Gray is agent for Sir Laurence, and happens to be at a public houfe, 
* or dny where elfe, and a woman comes in to fell apples; Mr Gray 
“-buysfome ; if Mr Gray thould be asked any quettions concerning 
“ this woman, or his buying the apples, will Mr Erskine fay, that he 
“ cannot anfwer that queftion, becaule he is an agent tor Sir Laurence

Mr Erskine ivimediately replied, “* If Mr Hardinge will acknow- 
“ledge, that it is matters foreign to the bufinefs he is going to ask,
